SEVENTH SESSION. 


FIRST DAY. 


December 4, 1871. 

In pursuance of Law, the Legislative Council of the Seventh 
Legislative Assembly of the Territory of Montana, convened in 
the Council Chamber, at Virginia City, the Capital of Montana 
Territory, on the fourth day of December, A. D. 1871, at 12 
o'clock, M., the Hon. James E. Callaway, Secretary of the Terri- 
tory of Montana, called the Council to order. 

Mr. Warren, of Madison, moved the appointment of a tempo- 
rary President. , 

Which was carried. 

Mr. Laurence, of Lewis and Clarke, placed in nomination Mr. 
Stapleton, of Beaver Head. 

Mr. Stapleton declined the nomination. 

Mr. Collins, of Meagher, nominated Mr. Beck, of Gallatin, 
who was unanimously chosen President, pro tem. 

On motion of Mr. Warren, A. M. 8. Carpenter, of Madison, 
was chosen Chief Clerk, pro tem. 

On motion of Mr. Stapleton, R. E. Arick was chosen Assistant 
Clerk, pro tem. , 

On motion of Mr. Mitchell, the roll of members claiming seats 
was called, when the following persons answered to the call : 

First Council District—Madison and Beaver Head Counties— 
Messrs. G. W. Stapleton, C. J. Kinney, and H. L. Warren. 

Second Council District-—Deer Lodge and Missoula Counties— 
Messrs. John Owen, A. F. Shoup, and A. H. Mitchell. 
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Third Council District—Lewis and Clarke, and Jefferson Coun- 
ties—Messrs. Seth Bullock and R. Laurence. 

Fourth Council District—Gallatin, Meagher, and Choteau Coun- 
ties—Messrs. T. E. Collins and 8. J. Beck. 

On motion of M. Kinney, John Thomson, of Beaver Head, was 
chosen Sergeant-at-Arms, pro tem. 

On motion of Mr. Laurence, H. J. Johnson, of Madison, was 
chosen Fireman, pro tem. 

On motion of Mr, Collins, M. D. Post, of Madiaom was chosen 
Door-keeper, pro tem. 

Mr. Mitchell moved the appointment of four on credentials, 
which prevailed, and the President, pro tem., appointed as such 
committee, Messrs. Stuart, of Deer Lodge; Laurence, of Lewis and 
Clarke; Kinney, of Madison, and Collins, of Meagher. 

On motion of Mr. Mitchell, the Council adjourned until to- 
morrow at 12 o’clock, M.

Council met pursuant to adjournment, President, pro tem., in 
the chair. 

Roll called—absent, Messrs. Kinney and Shoup. 

On motion of Mr. Mitchell, the Sergeant-at- Arms, pro tem., was 
instructed to bring in the absent members. 

Without report from the Sergeant-at-Arms, on motion of Mr. 
Collins, a further call of the Council was dispensed with. 

On motion of Mr. Mitchell, the Council took a recess until 4 
o'clock, P. M. 
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FOUR O’CLOOK, P. M. 

Council resumed, President, pro tem., in the chair. 

Roll called—quorum present. 

Mr. Laurence called for the report of the Committee on Cre- 
dentials. 

Mr. Stuart, Chairman of the Committee, submitted the follow- 
ing report :

On motion of Mr. Warren, the report was adopted, and the 
committee discharged. 


Mr. Warren moved that a committee of two be appointed to 
wait on the Hon. J. L. Murphy, Associate Justice of the Supreme 
Court of Montana, and invite him to administer to the members 
of the Council the oath of office. The motion prevailed, and the 
President, pro tem., appointed as such committee, Messrs. Warren 
and Collins, who reported Judge Murphy in attendance. 


The roll was called, and all the members answered to their 
names excepting Mr. Owen, of Missoula. Judge Murphy then 
advanced to the President’s chair, and administered the oath of 
office to all the members present. 
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On motion of Mr. Warren, the Sergeant-at-Arms, pro tem., was 
instructed to bring in the absent member. The Sergeant-at-Arms 
having reported Mr. Owen in his seat, Judge Murphy adminis- 
tered to Mr. Owen the oath of office. 

On motion of Mr. Stapleton, the thanks of the Council were 
tendered to Judge Murphy, for administering the oath of office to 
its members. 

Mr. Collins offered the following resolution : 

Resolved, That the Council do now organize by the election of 
permanent officers, in the following order: First, President ; 
second, Chief Clerk; third, Assistant Clerk; fourth, Sergeant-at- 
Arms; fifth, Enrolling Clerk; sixth, Engrossing Clerk ; seventh, 
Door-keeper; eighth, Fireman; ninth, Two Pages. 

Mr. Warren moved to amend by adding “ tenth, the election ot 
Chaplain.” 

Which was adopted. 

Upon the adoption of the resolution, as amended, 

Mr. Fisher called for the ayes and nays. 

Roll called—Ayes, Messrs. Beck, Collins, Kinney, Laurence, 
Mitchell, Owen, Shoup, Stapleton, Stuart, and Warren. 

Nays—Messrs. Bullock, Fisher, and Howe. 

The resolution as amended was adopted. 

Mr. Warren moved that all officers of the Council be elected 
VIVA VOCE. 

Which was adopted. 

Nominations being in order, 

Mr. Collins placed in nomination as permanent President of the 
Council, Mr. A. H. Mitchell, of Deer Lodge. | 

On motion of Mr. Laurence, the rules were suspended, and 
Mr. Mitchell was elected by acclamation. 

Mr. Laurence moved that a committee of two be appointed to 
conduct the President elect to the chair, which was adopted, and 
the chair appointed Messrs. Laurence and Warren such com- 
mittee. 

Upon taking the chair, Mr. Mitchell returned thanks for the 
honor conferred, and announced that he awaited the pleasure of 
the Council. 
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Mr. Owen, of Missoula, placed in nomination for Chief Clerk of 
the Council, R. E. Arick, of Lewis and Clarke. 


On motion of Mr. Stapleton, the rules were suspended, and R. 
BE. Arick was elected by acclamation. 

On motion of Mr. Laurence, the rules were suspended, and A. 
M. 8. Carpenter was elected Assistant Clerk by Acclamation. 


Mr. Kinney placed in nomination for Sergeant-at-Arms, James 
Cadigan, of Madison. 

Mr. Collins nominated W. F. Redick; Mr. Redick declined, and 

On motion of Mr. Laurence, Mr. Cadigan was elected by ac- 
clamation. 

Mr. Collins placed in nomination for Enrolling Clerk, H. C. 
Wilkinson, of Lewis and Clarke. 

On motion of Mr. Beck the rules were suspended, and Mr. Wil- 
kinson was elected by acclamation. 

Mr. Laurence placed in nomination for Engrossing Clerk, W. 
F. Kirkwood, of Gallatin. 

Mr. Collins nominated Newton Dickinson, of Deer Lodge. 

The roll was called, and Mr. Dickinson received 9 votes, and 
Mr. Kirkwood 4 votes. Mr. Dickinson was declared duly elected. 


Mr. Stapleton placed in nomination for Door-keeper, John 
Thomson, of Beaver Head. 

On motion of Mr. Laurence, the rules were suspended, and Mr. 
Thomson was elected by acclamation. 

Mr. Laurence placed in nomination for Fireman, L. H. Geer, of 
Lewis and Clarke. | 

On motion of Mr. Beck, the rules were suspended, and Mr. 
Geer was elected by acclamation. 

Mr. Warren placed in nomination for Chaplain of the Council, 
Rev. H. H. Prout, of Madison. 

On motion of Mr. Fisher, the election of Chaplain was post- 
poned until to-morrow, at 2 o'clock, P. M. 

Mr. Collins nominated for Pages, Masters M. Harris and R. J. 
Watson. 

Mr. Warren nominated Masters Charles Barber and Edwin C. 
Johnson. 

Mr. Laurence nominated Master George Thexton. 
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The roll was called, and upon the first vote Barber received 
( votes; Harris, 6 votes; Watson, 4 votes; Johnson, 6 votes; and 
Thexton, 3 votes. 

Master Barber was declared duly elected a Page of the Council. 

A second call of the roll was ordered, and Master Johnson 
received 7 votes; and Harris, 6 votes. 

Master Johnson was declared duly elected a Page of the Council. 

The President then administered the oath of office to all the 
-attachees and officers elected of the Council. 

A Committee of the House, through Mr. Searles, Chairman, 
appeared at the Box of the Chamber, and announced that the 
House of Representatives had perfected its organization, and were 
ready to co-operate with Council in such matters as may prop- 
erly come before them. 

At the suggestion of Mr. Warren, Mr. Owen administered to 
Mr. Mitchell, as President, the oath of office. 

Mr. Collins offered the following resolution : 


Resolved, That a committee consisting of two members of the 
Council be appointed to join such committee as may be appointed 
by the House, to wait upon His Excellency, the Governor, and 
inform him that a quorum of each House has assembled, and that 
the Legislative Assembly is ready to receive any communication 
he may be pleased to make. 

On motion of Mr. Warren the resolution was adopted, and 
Messrs. Warren and Fisher were appointed such committee. 

Mr. Warren moved that a committee of three be appointed, to 
inform the House of Representatives that the Council has per- 
fected its organization, and is ready to co-operate with the House 
in the transaction of any business that may properly come before 
them. 

The motion prevailed, and Messrs. Laurence, Beck, and Shoup 
were appointed such committee. 

On motion of Mr. Collins, the following resolution was unani- 
mously adopted : 

Resolved, That the thanks of the members of Council are due 
and are hereby tendered to the Hon. 8. J. Beck, for the faithful 
and efficient manner in which he has discharged his duties as 
President, pro tem. 
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On motion of Mr. Laurence, the following resolution was 
adopted : : 

Resolved, That until otherwise ordered, the rules adopted by 
the Legislative Council of the Sixth Session of the Legislative 
eee be, and they are hereby, snanked as the rules for the 
government of the Council.

The joint convention of the Legislative Assembly of Montana 
was called to order by the President of the Council, Hon. A. H. 
Mitchell. 
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Roll called—absent, Messrs. Billings, Dixon, Smith, and Wright. 
Mr. Jordan, of the House, offered the following resolution : 


Resolved, By the two Houses of Legislative Assembly, in joint 
convention assembled, that a committee of two members from the 
Council, and three from the House of Representatives, be appointed 
to wait upon the Governor, and inform him that the two houses 
are in joint convention and ready to receive any communication 
he may be pleased to make. 


The resolution was adopted, and Messrs. Warren and Stapleton 
of the Council, and Messrs. Jordan, McCabe, and Searles of the 
House, was appointed such committee, who proceeded forthwith 
to perform that duty, and reported the Governor in attendance. 

Mr. Warren, Chairman of the Committee, presented the Gover- 
nor officially to the President, who introduced him to the con- 
vention. 

His Excellency then delivered his message. 


At the conclusion of the Governor’s address, on motion of Mr. 
Warren, the joint convention dissolved and the Council withdrew. 


Council assembled, Mr. President in the chair. 
Roll called—absent, Messrs. Warren and Stapleton. 


A communication was received from the Governor, announcing 
the appointment of George Callaway as his Private Secretary.

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On motion of Mr. Owen, Mr. Beck was appointed President, 
pro tem. 

,On motion of Mr. Collins, the Council adjourned until to-morrow 
morning at 10 o’clock.

December 7, 1871.

A communication was received from the Secretary of the Terri- 
tory, in response to a resolution of the Council, concerning the 
printing of the Governor’s Message, stating that he is prohibited 
from printing more than one thousand copies of said message at 
the expense of the United States; that he has already had that 
number printed and Council will be supplied with their proper 
proportion of that number. 

Mr. Owen introduced Council Joint Resolution No. 1, To sup- 
ply members of the Assembly with copies of the territorial news- 
papers. Read first time, rules suspended, considered, engrossed, 
read a second and third time by its title, and passed by the follow- 
ing vote:—

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Mr. Bullock gave notice of the introduction of “ An Act to re- 
peal an Act entitled ‘An Act to amend an Act providing for in- 
creased compensation to officers in this territory;’” also, “ An 
Act to prevent Chinamen from acquiring or holding any interest 
in real estate or mining claims in the territory of Montana.”

time has raised the price of county warrants in the market from 
one hundred to three hundred per cent. It has sustained and 
strengthened the county treasury, bearing equally on all and 
doing injustice to none. It allows any one serving the county in 
any capacity, and receiving warrants therefor, to pay their taxes 
with the same, and only prevents those from paying taxes with 
warrants who would speculate in county paper, by buying war- 
rants at greatly reduced rates to turn into the county treasury in 
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lieu of money. The provision allowing County Commissioners to 
set apart, as a contingent fund, a certain per cent. of the moneys 
paid in, has saved the counties thousands of dollars, enabling them 
to pay money for necessary expenditures instead of issuing war- 
rants at from fifteen to fifty cents on the dollar, as they had to do 
before its passage. 

Your committee, therefore, do not deem it wise or advisable to 
repeal or abandon a law, the good effects of which are so apparent, 
for one of at least doubtful policy. Your committee, therefore, 
report said bill back with the recommendation that it do not pass.

The first communication I had the honor to address the honor- 
able Legislative Assembly, I took occasion to state, that, in my 
opinion, the granting of extra compensation to certain officers of 
the National Government, and members of the Legislative Assem- 
bly, out of the territorial treasury, was wrong in principle, and 
should be no longer continued. I still adhere to that opinion. 

You have in your wisdom been pleased to retain the law granting 
an extra compensation out of the territorial treasury, of twelve 
dollars per day to each member of the Legislative Assembly, which 
sum, with an additional per diem of four dollars paid by the United 
States, is certainly ample to enable members to pay for the news- 
papers named in the resolution, and have double the per diem left 
than that paid the members of the Legislatures of the most of the 
populous and wealthy States. The expenditure of this Resolution 
will not fall below twelve hundred dollars. This amount may 
appear insignificant to some, but it will not appear so to the 
people, whose taxes must annually increase to meet the rapid 
increase of expenditures.

The compensation allowed by this bill is so large that it will be 
an inducement, for officers who are not above suspicion, to cor- 
ruptly or negligently permit prisoners to escape, ahi they may 
pursue and recapture them, and demand a thousand dollars for 
their services, and cite the act of the Legislature allowing Newton 
Dickenson one thousand dollars for similar services as a prece- 
dent. 

No such precedent should be established, to be cited for evil 
only in the future. Pass this bill, and it is only the opening of a 
new avenue through which the hard earnings of the people will 
pass. |

To the Council :-— 


I return to the Council C. B. No. 29, entitled “An Act relative 
to litigants,” without my signature. The operation of this bill 
will trammel the official acts of certain officers, and can serve no 
good purpose. Sheriffs are required to advertise and sell prop- 
erty on execution in the manner and form prescribed by law; and 
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if they fail to comply with the law, they are liable, on their official 
bonds, to the party injured. This bill provides that the litigants 
or their attorneys of record, shall control the advertisements of 
the sheriffs, and yet they are held responsible that the advertising 
has been done according to law. 

If this bill is intended to serve any good purpose, it should pro- 
vide that sheriffs be released from all legal responsibility for a non- 
compliance with the law relating to the advertisement of property 
to be sold on execution. 

The plaintiff in an action has always been authorized to control 
the necessary advertisements before judgment; but for the first 
time in the history of any State or Territory, so far as my knowl- 
edge extends, has the Legislature assumed to authorize either 
party to an action to control any advertisements after judgment 
has been rendered. 

I have been unable to discover any good reason for the passage 
of this bill, nor have I heard a reason advanced by any person, 
why such a bill should become a law.
